Accordingly,  o  aooll  group,  consisting  of 


Lord  lytton.  Count  Aldrovondi,  and  Dr.  Schneo,  ond  cccompaniod  by  Itr.  Chorrore  and 
(ysolf ,  stortod  for  Tsingtao  on  June  8.  to  arrived  in  Tsinan  the  following  morn¬ 
ing  and  then  proceeded  down  the  Shantung  Poninsulc,  in  terrific  hoc.t,  ovor  tho  fino 
.erman-oonstruotod  Kiaochow-Tsinon  Roilwoy. 
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On  its  arrival  in  Tsinstoo  that  ovoningi  Iho  party  irao  jrootod  by  Maj'or  Shon 
ilung«>lieht  ^rtio  is  also  an  active  ikdir-icul  in  the  Chinoso  Navyi  Ho  vras  a  choorful 
oort,  rathor  untidy  in  appoarancOi  but  soonod  to  have  considorablo  ability, 
Tsingtno  had  a  ler^a  Japonoso  coitnunlty,  os  o  result  of  tho  Jopanoso  occupation 
during  and  aftor  tho  World  War,  and  hod  boon  occaolonol  difficulty  from  aatl- 

Jopanoso  riots  and  domonstrotions.  Iho  J^dniral  hod  appoarod  to  bo  tha  only  ono 
iblo  to  handlo  tho  task  of  Itoyor,  under  tho  existing  oonditionsi  end  so  ho  hod 
boon  appointed  by  tho  Nationclist  dovjrnmont,  rith  tho  approval  of  Oonoral  lion  Fu- 
chu,  tho  militcri’  gwornor  of  Shantung « 

Tsingtao  still  shoued  clearly  the  signs  of  its  thorough  dovolopnont  by  tho 
ronsens,  iioot  of  its  buildings  cro  in  Postern,  rcithor  thr.a  Chinoso  stylo,  rxith 
jtucco  mils  end  rod  roofs  prodoiiinatinG,  It  is  not  o  bei.utiful  city,  but  has  o

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^  Tho  route  lay  througli  lovoly  pcstoral  country,  intonsolj'  cultivoted.  The 
usual  crop  noo  rieo,  in  the  growing  of  which,  by  the  poddy  system,  the  Korean 
.fonaor  is  on  acloiowl edged  artist.  In  fact,  his  superioritj*  to  tho  Northern  Chinese 
in  this  r.Jspoct  was  one  of  tho  reasons  wliy  he  hod  been  so  oppressed  by  Chinese  in 
Manchuria.  The  people  wore  white  clothes  and  ooenied  fairly  cloon,  and  their  towns 
and  foms  were  comparatively  neat.  The  crowds  of  notivos  who  viewed  us  in  Seoul 
and  on  route  to  Puscn  were  curious,  but  orderly.  Nc  troops  of  any  sort  wore  seen 
along  tho  railroad,  tho  str.tions  being  guarded  oj^y  by  police. 

In  the  portions  of  Koroo  which  wo  sew,  perfect  peace  and  order  existed,  al¬ 
though  it  was  said  that  in  the  less  settled  districts  t»oro  was  frequent  trouble. 

Tho  Topaneso  sootnod  to  bo  giving  o  conscientious  administration,  but  they  were 
probably  not  encouraging  dovolopmont  in  solf-gcvomraont  to  any  greet  extent,  the. 
administration  being  whf'lly  Japanoao,  down  as  far  as  tho  heads  of  prefectures. 

Over  a  course  of  centuries,  tho  Koreans  soom  almcst  entirely  to  have  lost  their  \ 
spirit,  and  thpy  probablj'  onduro  Japanoso  odministration,  rotlior  than  appreciato  , 
it.  Officials  thomaolvos  admitted  that,  '.rhilo  there  was  fjoaco  and  a  meosuro  of 
prosperity  in  Korea,  thoro  was  little  mol  loyalty  among  tho  people.
